A 
huge rattle snake crossed the road 
just ahead of the team. 
I was driv­ 
ing aud had turned to speak to my 
companion who sat near tho rear end 
of the wagon, and so did not notice 
the snake until we were almost upon 
it. 
It coiled 
ready to spring, and 
gave forth its warning rattle. 
When 
the horses heard 
the

they 
jumped 
simultaneously 
and 
started 
up the road at a breakneck speed. At 
this point the road was rough, and 
there was quite an up grade, and I 
felt sure I could stop them before we 
reached the highest point and start­ 
ed do av n the other side. 
I held the

It is easy enough for any big sister to crochet a doll’s hammock for her 
little sister—or for some little girl who has no big sister of her own. 
Here 
are the directions: 
Materials required: 
Four balls of blue and two of white 
mercerized silk, a No. 5 steel hook, and two curtain rings about the size of a 
dime. 
Fasten the blue silk into one of the rings, then work 27ft chain, fasten 
Into second ring. 
W ork from the ring 75 chain, miss 75 foundation chain I 
trebel into seventy-sixth chain, then I chain, miss I, ltreble along foundation 
chain to within 7.* of tin* end. 
Work la chain, and fasten into ring; turn 75 
chain, I treble immediately before the first treble yf last row’, I chain. I treble 
in small space; repeat I chain, I treble to end of last row of treble! then 75 
chain, join into ring. 
Repeat from turn for three more rows of blue, then join 
on white and work four rows of Avliite. five rows of blue, four of white, and 
again five rows of blue. 
The sides are fringed with the blue silk, cut into 
strands 2% inches deep, or longer or shorter, as desired. 
The Pillow.— W ork 42 chain; turn with two chain, I treble into each chain 
to end of row. 
W ork 15 rows of treble, taking up the back thread of each 
stitch, and join the last row’ to commencing chain with double crochet. 
Stuff 
the pillow with wadding, and join up both ends. 
Make two lengths of IOO 
chain, run through the ends of pillow, and attach to hammock; finish the 
chain ends with small tassels. 
Finish off the top ring with a short chain 
I and tassel.

A very nice handkerchief may be bought for 75 cents and

inches wide at 35 cents 
a yard will 
set rn pl etc the list ot materials needed. 
A cheaper handkerchief 
will 
do or 
it one desires something very dainty, a real lace one may be usee. 
An advantage of this cap is that by cutting a few stitches it 
can 
be laid 
Knit perfectly flat when laundering, and after it is honed again folded to form 
the little cap. 
lf the illustrations art' followed it will be very easy to get the cap shaped. 
No I shows the handkerchief square and the dotted line indicates where it is 
fto be folded. 
No. 3 shows it placed over on the dotted lines indicated in No. 
'• a n d gives the dotted lines showing where to fold it to shape it as No. 3. 
W hen it is shaped as in No. 5 run the hand between the two long sides of the 
handkerchief and with a needle and thread tack the three points to the single 
part of the linen; here sew the rosette for the top of the cap. 
At the two 
points indicated by the crosses sew the ribbons to tie the cap. 
At the corner of 
the cap. at the back of the neck, make a little box pleat and this will shape 
it to the head. 


Braid Used as Finish 
Economy in Buying 
to Various Costumes. 
Goods a t 


Braid covered buckles and belts of 
both wide and narrow braids drawn 
through metal slides and buckles are 
fancied. A new arrangement of braid, 
half brace and half stole, is used as 
a finish to a silk waist. 
At the back 
a broad quality starts either from the 
waist or from the top of a high belt­ 
ed skirt. 
It forms a brace, but after 
passing over the bend of the shoul­ 
der it is left loose and so forms a 
stole, and either plain or caught up in 
a long loop. 
Braided waistcoats are introduced 
Into specimens otherwise unrelieved, 
and another braiding fancy is to use 
plain graduated widths around 
and 
round the 
skirts. Disconnected mo­ 
tifs of braid both horizontal and up­ 
right are used. 
For instance, the up­ 
right motifs are used to outline the 
gores of a skirt, and are finished with 
a scroll effect at the top. 
Frilled edges of braid are used in­ 
side short coats and boleros, taking 
th e place of the erstwhile lace frills, 
with 
the difference that 
these are 
tised on plain coats.

First of all the thin woman who 
pants to gain flesh must stop worry­ 
ing. 
She must eat little and often, 
and drink milk between meals and 
at bedtimes. 
Fruit in quantities must 
be a part of the daily diet, cereals, 
starchy and sweet vegetables, Irish 
and sweet potatoes, peas, corn and 
beans and salads of all sorts, not to 
mention bisque and cream soups. 
Hot water should be taken morning 
and night, and hot, not boiled, milk 
in the same manner. 


“One of the greatest savings in tho 
small necessaries is to get them by 
the wholesale." advised a dressmaker. 
Shields, ribbons to run in underwear 
and the muslin to make the latter 
with are all much below the prices 
asked in retail shops, and by finding 
some friend who is willing to halve 
the purchases and expense this way 
of buying is easily possible. 
Laces 
can be bought for much less, but three 
dozen yards of either edging or inser­ 
tions are in each packet, and these 
will not be divided for the customer. 
In the muslin the pieces run from 12 
, yards to forty or more, and the shields 
are by the dozen. 
The ribbon must be 
bought by the piece, but this last is 
the usual manner of purchasing the 
narrow width. 
"It is always worth while, too. in 
making undergarments, pillow' cases, 
etc., which have to be washed con­ 
stantly, to use good fourfold linen but­ 
tons, which will, if properly sewn on, 
wear out with the ai tid e of dress. 
"The old-fashioned ways of stitch­ 
ing the buttons on in a circle or across 
in a wheel are very apt to tear tho 
button. 
A much firmer method of se­ 
curing them is to take strong cotton 
and make a tight, close, buttonholed 
loop acrors the button, like the sub­ 
stitute for eyes used in dressmaking. 
"The loop should be made of five or 
six strands of cotton before it is but­ 
tonholed to make it strong. 
Finish it 
'ff firmly and neatly at the back and 
there will be no fear of the button 
i outing t'ff until scissors are applied 
when it becomes too old and bent for 
use.”

Netting is an art easily acquired, 
and is a pleasant pastime for both 
sexes, the .greatest difficulty being to 
tear oneself away from the fascination 
of the work once the stitch has been 
learned. 
There is just enough move­ 
ment to prevent your feeling wholly 
Idle, leaving the thoughts to wander 
over the coming summer season when 
your hammock or tennis net will be 
.put out. 
Besides, it lends an addi­ 
tional charm to those sought-after ob­ 
jects, to know that they are the weav­ 
ing of your own hand, says the Mon­ 
treal Herald. 
It may be too early to 
start making summer 
articles, 
but 
there are still things such as fishing 
nets, chair seats, and the like, which 
may be made for immediate use. 
To those who arc desirous of start­ 
ing, the first thing to be done is to ob­ 
tain the netting instruments. 
These 
latter consist of a needle (Fig. I) and 
a mesh stick. 
The needle should be 
from seven to ten inches lnj0g and one 
inch wide, while the size of the mesh 
stick must he regulated by the fact 
that the mesh stick will make a mesh 
twice its own size, thus a stick half an 
inch square 
will make 
a 
one-inch 


mesh and so on In proportion. 
Any youth at all handy will be able 
to make these instruments for himself, 
and then the material having been 
procured, work 
may be 
begun 
at 
once. To wind the cord on your needle 
put it over the point in the eye on one 
side, then down under the curve, and 
up around the point on the other side 
again. 
Fill it just enough to keep 
from slipping off. 
Tie the end of the 
cord to a hook screwed in the wall or 
to anything convenient, make a loop 
two or three inches from the end, 
and you are ready 
to 
begin 
the 
stitch (Fig. 2). 
The stitch consists of two 
move­ 
ments, the first to 
throw the 
cord 
around the mesh stick, and putting 
the needle through the loop you tied, 
the second to throw' the cord to the 
left, so forming a loop, after running 
the needle under the mesh in the same 
j direction. 
(Fig. 3.) 
When you have 
; made it as wide as you wish. put 
a 
string through all the holes and fas­ 
ten it to a hook. 
In the other rows 
you can keep the loops on the stick 
all the way across. 
For fastening, tie 
a knot like one shown in figure four.

Netting is an art easily acquired,

once. To wind the cord on your needle 
put it over the point In the eye on one 
side, then down under the curve, and 
up around the point oa the other side 
again. 
Fill it just enough to keep 


from slipping off, Tie the end of the 
cord to a hook screwed In the wall or 
to anything convenient, make a loop 
two or three inches from the end, 
and you are ready 
to 
begin 
the 


stitch (Fig. 2). 


The stitch consists of two

ments, the first to 
throw the 
cord 


around the mesh stick, and putting 
the needle through the loop you tied, 
the second to throw the cord to the 
left, so forming a loop, after running 
the needle under the mesh in the same 
d'rection.

The^mayor ruled the motion out of 


order. 


Bills aggregating $454.48 were order- 


ed paid. 


Councilman Barton made a motion 


as follows: "That the light committee 
be and the same is hereby instructed 
to cause to be located and erected two 
additional electric arc lights in wards 
2. 3 and 4, as to them may seem most 
expedient and wise, immediately." Mr. 
Barton spoke to the motion at some 
length urging the necessity for more 


lights in those wards, particularly in 
the 2nd and 4th. 


Messrs Ebey and Timberlake opposed 


the motion, pointing oat that the aix 
lights would entail an expense of $576 
a year, and the city's finances already 
a bit embarrassed.

state. 
In all but twelve counties, the 


location of the county lines practically 
clinched the location of the county 
seat, but in the exceptions the contro- 
versy is said to be waxing warm. 
Among- the counties in which fights are 
expected are Wagoner county, where 
the struggle is between Wagoner and 
Coweta; Adair, where WestviUe and 
Stillwell aeek to be shire towns; Mo- 
man county, where a fight to a finish 
is on between Sapulua and Brig row, 
and Mclntosh county, where Eufaula 
and Checotah have locked horns. 
In 


the latter two counties, Sapulpa and 
Eufaula have the advantage of having 
a resident delegate in the convention.

kerchief. The cost will depend entirely upon the quality of the handkerchief 
• and ribbon used. A very nice handkerchief may be bought for'75 cents and 
,two yards of Liberty silk ribbon three inches wide at 35 cents a yard will 
(complete the list of materials needed. A cheaper handkerchief will do, or, 
'if one desires something very dainty, a real lace one may be usea. 


An advantage of this cap is that by cutting a few stitches it can be laid

Nettlng is an art easily acquired, 


and is a pleasant pastime for both 
isexes, the greatest difficulty being to 
tear oneself away from the fascination 
of the work once the stitch has been 
learned. There is just enough move- 
ment to prevent your feeling wholly 
Idle, leaving the thoughts to wander 
.over the coming summer season when 
your hammock or tennis net will be 
put out. Besides, it lends an addi- 
tional charm to those sought-after ob- 
jects, to know that they are the weav- 
ing of your own hand, says the Mon- 
treal Herald. It may be too early to 
start making summer 
articles, 
but 


there are still things such as fishing 
nets, chair seats, and the like, which 
may be made for Immediate use. 


To those who are desirous of start- 


Ing, the first thing to be done is to ob- 
tain the netting Instruments. 
These 


latter consist of a needle (Fig. 1) and 
a mesh stick. 
The needle should be 


from seven to ten inches lojftg and one 
inch wide, whfle the size of the mesh 
stick must be regulated by the fact 
that the mesh stick will make a mesh 
twice Its own size, thus r. stick half an 
uch square 
will make 
a 
one-inch 


mesh and so on In proportion. 


Any youth at all handy will be able 


to make these Instruments for himself, 
and then the material baying been 
procured, work 
may be begun 
at 


once. To wind the cord on your needle 
put it over the point in the eye on one 
side, then down under the curve, and 
up around the point on the other side 
again. 
Fill it just enough to keep 


from slipping off. Tie the end of the 
cord to a hook screwed In tb« wall or 
to anything convenient, make a loop 
two or three Inches from the end, 
and you are ready 
to 
begin 
the 


stitch (Fig. 2). 


The stitch consists of two 
move- 


ments, the first to 
throw the cord 


around the mesh stick, and putting 
the needle through the loop you tied, 
the second to throw the cord to the 
left, so forming a loop, after running 
Ihe needle under the mesh in the same 
d'rectlon. (Fig. 3.) When you have 
made it as wide as you wish, put a 
string through all the holes and fas- 
ten it to a hook. In the other rows 
you can keep the loops on the stick 
all the way across. For fastening, tie 
a knot like one shown in figure four.
